According 10 the witness, Abel gave 


a check for tho money In return for 
a judgment note, the papers bein^' 
executed through the Byrne Keal Es- 
tate Company, so as tu prevent " 'Bill' 
Crow's gang- from getting wise anu 
the banks becomhig suspicious of such 
a largo check to an individual." 


The witness further declared that 


he was given to underatand that $fT,000 
of the money was to be taken to 
Judge Van Swearlngren and $6,000 to 
Bruce P. Sterling. 
He reduced the 


note, ho said, by various payments, to 
$8,500. 
Finally it was suggested to 


him that Harry Byrne, a law student, 
ought to get something out of the deal 
aw well aa 1U« brothers, so future pay- 
ments were mack* through Harry. Don- 
ahue declared that he found later Lhut 
deposits did not tally with the amount 
that was in the bank at Scottdale, a 
shortage of $2,700 being discovered. 


When Donahue sold his hotel, ac- 


cording to his testimony, ho was to 
get a share oC tho proceeds. 
He is 


now entering suit for what Is due him. 
He claims that all he ever got ouL ot 
U was the $75 a month out of the 
profits of the hotel.

The robbers at the Economy store 


found every window barred and belntf 
unablo-to effect an entrance they util- 
ized long1 pieces of wire clothesline to 
hook articles from the interior, after 
breaking two windows.

We crossed at a point where It be- 


comes navigable, and It was there that 
we embarked and then ran on down 
aboot 5 degrees. I -want to call your 
attention to the fact that I am using 
my terms with scientific precision, 
and wtion I say 'Tut It on the map" 
I mean what 1 say. 


I mean that it Is not on any map 


and that wo have put It on the map. 


I went down that river, going down 


there for tbe first time, and, of course, 
endeavoring to map It In detail. It la 
much easier now for any one to follow 
us, and If this Geographic society or 
any other recrponalble organization 
wishes to send a man to go down that 
river 1 will give him letters to a rub- 
ber man who will unquentlonnbly as- 
sist him to get the canoes and the 
rowers that will enable him to ascend 
as far as the lowest of the uppermost 
rapids and come back again, covering 
two-thirds of the distance and going 
np to the tenth degree. 


Wo hare pot on the map a river of 


-which there hi not only no knowledge 
and which Is no>t shown on any exist- 
ing map, bat It Is not even guessed, at 
on any existing map; of which the tip- 
par courses of the narlgnble portion 
havo never before been traversed by 
any dvlllzcd man; of which the lower 
portion had been known (or years by 
the rubber men, bat of which no to- 
pogntpber had tbe fulutest Idea of tbe 
existence. 


We descended'in the neighborhood of 


a thousand teet nil tokl from the head- 
waters to tho bottom of that river. 


Dismisses "Flood" Story. 


It has been suggested that this was 


not a river, but represented floods In 
the forest Floods do not stand at an 
angle of descent of a thousand feet, 
and they do not extend to cover a dis- 
tance of from 900 to 1,000 miles. 
I 


saw too suggestion mndo that tho riv- 
er might bo either the Madeira or the 
Tupujos. 
My companion. Mr. Fin In, 


went down the Tapajos. 
Mr, Miller 


went down the Madeira. 
We went 


down a river In between. 
So that 


most of our party went down both tho 
Tapajos and the Madeira and we went 
In between. 


Tbe length of tbe river we cannot 


give accurately. 
We computed It by 


dead reckoning at between 1,400 aad 
1,1)00 kilometers. 
I should say 000, 


000 or possibly 1,000 miles. It fans be- 
tween nearly tho thirteenth and Ofth 
parallels oC latitude—that Is, It covers 
about seven and a half degrees of lati- 
tude. Of course that Is about doubled 
by the cnrves. As yon -will see If you 
turn to the mnp of Europe, that Is u 
distance considerably longer than tho 
Seine and Ithono combined—as far as 
1 can sec, allowing for the Klant of the 
curves, about as long as the Uhlne or 
the Elbo. 


At this point of the river, wbero tho 


upper Arlporm. so called, comes In, we 
measured tbe bottom, and it is about 
4,000 cubic meters a second, by which 
you cnn get a fair Idea of its volume 
In comparison with other rivers. Ex- 
cepting for the 100 miles or 150 miles 
from the mouth, It Is not navigable for 
steamboats because It Is so broken by 
rapids and such a very swift river. 


There are rapids, and serious ones, 


to pass, bat ftiey can bo perfectly well 
negotiated, 
You can take boats up 


them. It Is still bettor If you want to 
establish a series. 
You can have 


launches above each nipid to go for 
tho ISO or 200 kilometers before you 
come to the next uerloua obstacle to 
navigation. 
There is no 
difficulty 


whatever In the navigation. I say no 
dlfflculty whatever—I mean from the 
standpoint from which I am speak- 
Ivfi—by launch ami canoe, broken by 
falls now and then from 10% degrees 
to &Vi degrees. 


Tells of the Embarkation. 


Now, wlien we embarked, having 


gone some thirty days by mule and ox 
train across this high central plntoau 
of western Brazil—when we embarked 
our party consisted of twenty-two men, 
sixteen camarades and three BrmOHan 
officers, among theiu Colonel Itondon 
and Mr. Churrlo of the American mu- 
seum, my son Kormlt and myself. Wo 
said goodby in the twelfth degree of 
latitude to the other members of tho 
expedition who had come that fa% 


Colonel Hondon, I believe, alarmed 


that It wns the Arlpone which wo 
would come out of. Hu had dlrectud 
Lieutenant Pyrluez to send tho boat up 
on tbe chance of meeting us, directing 
him to go up until he found u big af- 
fluent entering tho river and stop 
there, because he could not tell which 
one w« would bo coming down. And 
Lieutenant Pyrincz went up to about 
7 degrees IS minutes and waited for 
ns. 
Wo said goodby to Mr. Mueller 


and hlfl aemuclatos hero on Fob. 27. 
After exactly sixty days of canoeing 
work we mot Lieutenant Pyrincz. 


Ou the trip of one six members, Mr. 


Cherrlu, iny son, the doctor and Lieu- 
tenant Lira kept diaries day by day. 
About evory half degree or degree we 
took astronomical observations. 


Tho different portions of the coarse 


tnat we followed varied widely in dlffl- 
calty. For four days we ran, snrvey- 
lug for the river very accurately. We 
ran rather slowly before encountering 
any rapids. We then strnefc our first 
sortons rapids. After that, which was 
In about 11 degrees 46 ralnntes south, 
wo spent forty-two (lays, during which 
we slept every day at the head or 
foot of a rapid, and during the forty- 
two days wo only covered one degree 
of latitude, going to about 10 degrees 
45 minutes south. 
Wo had by that 


time gone not more than a sixth of tbe 
distance that we expected to go and 
bad nwd up about three-fourths or 
four-nftbs of our food; had been on 
half rations pretty much all the time, 
eked out with parrots and monkeys, 
which we aajoyed there. 


Then during that time we lost of tho 


nevon canoes five In tbe rapids. We 
bollt three others and lost one of ttoee. 


Then we came oot th« last succes- 


sion of rapids, having been gone forty- 
six days. Wo struck a long stretch of 
smooth water. Tbo river -was very 
broad and very Ug tn ttoat part, and 
after two days more we atrucfc the up- 
permost camp or house of any of tbe 
rubber men. 
We were able to got 


food—sugarcane, sometimes rice or 
bananas, occasionally a chicken or n 
duck, not very often, and In the eleven 
days. If I remember rightly, we got 
eight eggs. 


But all onr difficulties were over, 


and we made the entire remaining dis- 
tance In fourteen days. 
We went 


down to below the junction of tbe tip- 
per Arlpone and the so called Cag- 
tanlo, mid then In thirty-six bonrs on 
the stcnmer went down to the month 
of the river, down the Amazon and a 
little way np tho Bio Machado to Ma- 
nttos. Tho serions work was the flrst 
—a little less than seven weeks going 
down through the rapids. After that 
there was no dlfflculty. 


We were fortunate enough on onr 


trips down tlie river not to lose any of 
onr Instruments or any of the speci- 
mens or notebooks or anything etoo 
that was of consequence to the expe- 
dition, but we bad to cut all oor per- 
sonal belongings down to the bone. 


On the upper course of the river 


there were Indians. They were afraid 
of us and somewhat hostile. I think 
tholr hostility was due only to timidity. 


Rondou's Bog Shot by Indiana. 
Colonel Bondon was nearly shot He 


wns ont hunting for moakc-ys, becange 
we wore hungry, and he had a dog 
with him. He heard what ho thought 
was tho bowling of spider monkeys. 
Tbe dog went ahead, and he followed. 
It proved to be a couple of Indians, 
who were Imitating the calling of the 
spider monkeys, probably to attract 
him. The first thing be knew a boat 
was bearing the dog yell, then coming 
toward him, then yelling again and 
tben silence, and be waa sure—and It 
afterword proved be was right—that 
it bad been killed by Indians. Ho fired 
his revolver In tho air, and the Indians 
ran. Wo afterward went out ourselves 
and found tbe dead body of tho dog 
with two arrows through It 


Tho camaradea, the men who were 


with us, normally went barefooted. 
At one place where we stopped to 
build tho canoes the borcchuda flies 
were such a torment fbnt the feet of 
tho men swelled uutll they were un- 
able to work. They had to wrap them 
in gvnmysactcs and everything of that 
kind In order to go on with their 
•work. 


The expedition was not undertaken 


In pursuance of any plan or Idea form- 
ed here In Oils country. It was under- 
tnkim at the suggestion of Laura Mai- 
ler on behalf of the Brazilian govern- 
ment In Rio. I feel very grateful to 
him, to the Brazilian government and 
to my Brazilian associates for bavlng 
given me the chance to pike part In 
oiploring the upper course of and put- 
ting on tlie map an unknown river of 
the size of the Rhine or tho Elbe, n 
chance that from now on, in tho pres- 
ent state of tbe world's geography, can 
come to only a limited numbur of men.
